Abandonment of the Union station 
in Atlanta by the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railroad as a 
passenger terminal will not be _ per- 
mitted by the state public service 
commission, and that body Monday 
called on the railroad to submit plans, 
specifications and blue prints for a 
new station to the commission at 10 
a clock July 24, in an order issued at 
a session of the commission held Tues- 
day. 

This order of the commission came 
after that body had granted several 
postponements to the railroad offi- 
cials. In a statement issued with the 
order the commission definitely coin- 
mits itself as being opposed to the 
abandonment of the Union station site 


and declined to entertuin a plan of ; 


the railroad authorities to prosecute

Shaver Wields Gavel. 

Shaver finally took his place at the 
speaker's stand and rapped for order 
at 7:48 p.m. His first rappings had 
no effect whatever as the delegates 
continued to walk around, talking, 
laughing and visiting one another. 

As the noise seemed to increase in 

the hall, the chairman added to it 
with a continuous, although fruitless 
pounding on the table in front of him. 
The convention seemed to be taking 
its own time about getting down to 
business and Shaver added his voice 
to the din by crying for “silence.” 
The plea was of no effect. 
_ Disregarding the noise, finally 
Shaver announced that the delegates 
would stand while prayer was being 
said by Dr. William States Jacobs, 
pastor of the First Presbyterian 
church. There was. instantaneous 
silence and the vast assemblage stood 
in silence. 

Prays for Party Righteousness. 

Dr.’ Jacob’s prayer invoked bless- 
ings upon the counsels of the demo- 
eratie party “that all that they do is 
good and true and right.” 

“To this end,” he said; “we pray 
that thy spirit may rule over this 
convention.” 

When the prayer had been complet- 
ed, the slate of temporary officers, 
headed by Mr. Bowers, was read to 
the convention, and the mention of the 
name of keynoter evoked spirited ap- 
plause.

IS IODIN A FOOD? 


respondent, a famous goiter expert 
came to our town and tested children 
of school age for goiter. He found, l 
think, 58 per cent of the children had 
goiter. The schools issued cards advis- 
ing the use of iodized salt on the table 
and for all cooking. Our two boys 
were free from goiter at the time of 
the examination, but we have used the 


iodized salt exclusively ever since. We 
have always fed our children, as ad- 
vised by the clinic, cooked and raw 
vegetables daily, 
daily, cereal and cream, stewed and 


have they tasted coffee, cocoa or tea, 
and they do not crave candies and 
sweets, due to their diet, we think. 
They both sparkle with health, in 
spite of all this, when the goiter ex- 
pert was here again recently he found 
the older boy now has goiter. What 
say you to this? 

I say it is well recognized, by this 


salt in place of ordinary salt for cook- 
ing and table use, is sufficient to pre- 
vent goiter in most instances but not 
in all. Then, too, the quantity of iodin 
(usually in the form of sodium iodid) 
put in common salt to make iodized 
salt is so very minute that one only 
wonders that it is sufficient to pre- 
vent any goiter at all. I believe a

AN NAMEE SEES

Houston, June 26.—(7)—The nomi- 

nation of Governor Smith of New York 
on the first ballot is now the con- 
fident expectation of the men who 
are directing maneuvers in his behalf 
in the democratic convention.

Chicago, June 26.—(7)—Rain de- 
lays to Kansas and Oklahoma harvest- 
ing with hail damage in Nebraska, had 
a bullish effect today on the wheat 
market. Corn also developed strength, 
owing partly to wet weather south ac- | 
companied by reports that cotton will | 
be given preierence over corn there in 


farm work. 

Closing wheat quotations were nerv- 
ous, 1-2 to 1-3e net higher. Corn 
finished 1 3-80 to 2 3-4c up, oats un- 
changed to 3-S8ec advance and provisions 
unchanged to 30 cents rise. 

With a third of the wheat crop in 
southern Kansas ready to cut, and 
with rainfalls again at various places 
in the harvest region, the Chicago 
wheat market quickly developed an up- 
ward slant. It was of little avail 
that bears circulated Canadian dis- 
patches detailing genera! conditions ot 
the Canadian crop as_ considerably 
above’ the average at this time last 
year, 

An additional strengthening factor 
in wheat was announcement of some 
export purchases of number 2 hard 
winter for last of August shipment. 
The price was 4c a bushel over Chica- 
go September, f. o. b. Galveston. There 
was word also of 8,526,000 bushels 
decrease of the world’s available wheat 
stocks. 

Active cash demand for corn, togeth- 
er with scantiness of offerings, was a 
feature in the corn market. Moreover, 
corn belt weather appeared too cold 
and wet for corn growth. Receipts in 
Chicago today amounted to only 52 
cars. Oats were more or less respon- 
sive to upturns in corn and wheat. 

Provisions reflected the government 
pig survey showing 4,000,000 decrease 
in the spring crop.

Coppers specifically were inflnenced by the 
announcement that the dividend rate of Ana- 
conda had been raised to $4 a year. The 
announcement was a surprise coming as it 
did at this time.

New York, June 26.—Today’s market was 
again featureless and volume of trading re- 
stricted. The undertone, however, was 
stronger, even in the face of a rise in the 
call rate to 7 per cent. 

A very important development was the an- 
nouncement of the increase in Anaconda’s 
dividend rate from $3 to $4 a share. We 
believe similar developments may be expected 
in the case of Kennecott, Cerro de Pasco 
and other large low cost producers. We, 
therefore, do not hesitate to recommend 
their purchase in spite of the extreme un- 
certainty now prevailing as to the general 
market, feeling the attractive yields now 
available and the outlook for additional dis- 
tributions should keep representative coppers 
from declining very much below present quo- 
tations. 

Rails also acted well, including Atchison, 
and Texas and Pacific, the latter reaching 
anew high. It seems to be generally ex- 
pected that call money will reach a new 
high before the week is out. Those watch- 
ing the market for an opportunity for a 
quick turn should therefore wait to see how 
the market receives any such development.
